Washington, May 28.—Secretary Long 


states that no word has been received 
from either the American or Spanish 
fleets. He received a cable this morning 
from Dewey informing him of the illness 
of Capt. Gridley and two other officers 
who will be sent home. 


It is now almost certain, however, that 


Sohley has the Spanish fleet bottled up at 
Santiago. Tnere is BO little doubt on this 
point hat the naval campaign is pro- 
ceeding upon the assumption that Cer- 
vera is incapable of doing harm. Schley 
stayed three days at Cienfnegos and sent 
a message to Admiral Sampson that he 
believed the Spaniards were in the harbor 
of Cieniuegos. He later found his mis- 
take and sailed immediately for Santiago 
and arrived there Wednesday morning. 


Contrary to the generally opinion the 


harbor of Santiago is poorly protected. 
Horro Castle is an excellent target and 
the only dangers to be fearsd are mines. 
It is believed that countermining will 
render these ineffective. 


The blockade of northern Cuba con- 


tinues uneventful and apparently suc- 
cessful. Schley has been reinforced. The 
rumors of the sailing of the second Span- 
ish squadron doesn't worry Sampson in 
the least. His feelings were aptly ex- 
pressed recently when he said " I think 
we've bagged those fellows " meaning 
Cervera. He htsjust been notified for a 
a second time that the army is ready to 
move. This is eood newt.

WHERE IS CGRVERA) 


DcnbM F«lt •• to Whether He i» at 


Santiago, 


(By Associated Press.) 


Washington, May 28.—The adminis- 


tration is still waiting for positive_re- 
ports from Commodore Schley that Ad- 
miral Cervera IS in Santiago harbor. 
The advance on Cuba and Porto Kico 
cannot begin until it cxTmes, for the sea 
must be clear of hostile ships, although 
every day of delay improves the prepara- 
tions, and will be a gain in the long run. 


Spain's opportunity to make peace by 


the surrender of Cuba is fast slipping 
away, yet s,he has made no motion to- 
ward availing herself of it, nor has any 
ambassador or other representative of 
a foreign power sounded the administra- 
tion as to what terms of peace would 
be granted her, and therefore it is not 
true, as reported, that to such an in- 
quiry the administration replied that 
peace would not be made until we had 
occupied Porto Rico and the Philippines. 


It was stated by an officer of the navy 


last night that not only was the Spanish 
admiral bottled up in Santiago harbor, 
but that he would remain there some 
time. The department anticipates a 
long siege before the Spanish fleet can 
be dislodged from its stronghold and 
captured or destroyed. One thing is as- 
sured. No course will be undertaken 
which will In any way expose our ships 
or men needlessly. 


Porto Rico is becoming the focus, oj 


attention in the southern waters. Con- 
viction is crystallising that the first ex- 
' peditlon to start from Tampa will have 
Porto Rico as Its objective point. It is 
asserted that the president is thoroughly 
impressed with the plan which contem- 
plates first the occupation of this island, 
General Miles and other officers high in 
the administration advocate euch a 
course, and their counsel has weight 
with the executive. 


Cuban Invasion has become a bugaboo 


to the administration. With the heads 
of the army opposing any active cam- 
TintBD nn Cuban "Ml until fall find mem- 
bers of the official family backing up 
their arguments, It will not be surprising 
should this counsel previli. 


The occupation of Porto Rico will be 


undertaken to appease the public clamor 
for action. Climatic conditions which 
render the Invasion of Cuba a night- 
mare will be escaped in subjecting the 
lister tele. With DO sinister climatic 
conditions to overcome, with a force to 
operate against which Is poorly equipped 
and unprepared far war, the conquest of 
Porto Rico will be a task scarcely to h« 
dreaded by the American arms. 


Unless the navy department secures 


direct and official information respect- 
Ing the Spanish and American fleets 
through th* aid of the W«st Indian 
cables, It will resort to the use of dispatch 
boats.

and Ammunition 


Hong Kong, May 28.—There is abso- 


lutely no truth in the report that the 
cruiser Baltimore now at Manila has been 
damaged by an internal explosion. The 
auxiliary cruiser Seafiro arrived at mid- 
night and reports that Dewey is short oi 
provisions and ammunition. 


It also reports that the Havilo-Manila 


cable was cut by Dewey on May 20, that 
the American feet ia at Cavite. Aguin- 
aldo, the insurgent leader with his forces 
is between the Americans and the Span- 
ish. Alljthe coast towns are held by the 
Spanish. 


The St. Louis Arrives 


New York, May 28.—The 
auxiliary 


cruiser St. Louis passed Sandy Hook at 
7 o'clock this morning and quarantine at 
9 o'clock. It probably came for coal. It 
was last reported at Mole St. Nicholas, 
Martinique. It has later been ordered to 
Cramp's shipyards 'and will sail imme- 
diately. It is said it will have its arma- 
ment increased by six 5-inch rapid fire 
rifles. 


The St. Louis reports that on May 14 


preparations were 
made to cut the 


cables off Porto Kico, and it is beiieved 
they were successful. The cruiser then 
sailed for Santiago on May 15 to try and 
cat the cables there. One was cut and 
then they were fired on by the batteries 
aud forts and had a rapid fight lasting 60 
minutes. 
It succeeded in cutting the

Holland, the inventor of the sub- 


marine torpedo boat of that name, is to 
discuss with Captain O'Neill, chief of 
ordnance, the feasibility of using that 
hovel craft in an attack upon the Span- 
ish squadron at Santiago, if the vesprfls 
are still there.

Use a moderatb degree of force 
nnd tho stream will mnke a circuit through 
the posterior nasal cavity and pass out of 
the opposite nostril, dislodging the foreign 
substance. A rnoro sitaplo method is this: 
The patient takes a "deep breath," then 
closes tho month and tho froe nostril and 
forces his brenth through the obstructed 
nostril. 
If tho child in old enough to do 


it perfectly, he may blow out tho corn or 
pea or whatever has found a lodgment iii 
the nasal passage.—Now York Ledger.

of the war. AU this money is practically 
wasted because the cantors at Key West 
and Washington veto the sending out of 
reports. The press doea not complain; it 
la one of the fortunes of war. The press 
accepts it as a necessary denial, as an evi- 
dence of good judgment on the part ot 
the government. It is the best for the 
country that it should be so. This quiet 
and dignified submission is all the more 
striking because it is voluntary; the press 
coold secure the reports surreptitiously in 
other ways. 


The censoring of the news is a unique 


proceeding for the people of this country. 
It never happened before. Some of the 
people are inclined to chafe under it, and 
resent it, bat it is for the best interests of 
the country in this time of war that its 
plans and prospective operations shall 
not ba published in advance. 
The press 


is loyal. So are the people, understand- 
ing the reason for the dearth of war 
news. 


It is fitting that this year, when Memo 


rial day assumes a new earnestness, espe- 
cial attention should be called to th 
origin of the observance. Each year th 
true meaning of Memorial day has grown 
more impressive as we were broagh 
farther from the war and the ranks of thi 
veterans were thinned, but in this time o 
another war the dsy has a new meaninj 
which should increase the reverence pe 
cauar to this memorial observance. 


Most of us Cave observed the day a 


cac h recurrence with the probable though 
that Memorial day grew naturally out o 
the war, and had been a holiday since iti 
close. Few of the children who mark th< 
day by special exercises in the school! 
know that the veterans who first sug- 
gested the holiday that is now observed 
legally in S-J states, did so three years after 
the war had closed, and that the man 
whose suggestion we are following is now 
unknown by name. 


It was early in May, 1863, that Adjutant 


General Chipman received a letter from a 
comrade of German birth, saying that in 
bis native country it waa the custom o: 
the people to assemble in the springtime 
and icatter flowers OD the graves of the 
dead. He suggested that the Grand Army 
inaugurate such a custom for the Union 
dead. The idea seemed good, and the 
first Memorial day order was soon issued 
by John A. .Loeau, then commander-in- 
chief. This first order embodies so much 
of the spirit of the Grand Army, and is so 
good a guide for others on Memorial day, 
that it is well worth reading. After Bet- 
ting the day for May 90, the order if: 


We are organized for the pur pose 
among other things, "of preserving and 
strengthening those kind and fraternal 
feelings, which have bound together the 
soldiers, sailors and marines who united 
to suppress the late rebellion. What can 
aid more to assure this Jesuit than by 
cherishing tenderly the memory of our 
heroic dead, who made their breasts a 
barricade between onr country and its 
foes? Their 
soldier lives were the 
reveille of freedom to a race ia chains, 
and their deaths the tattoo of rebellions 
tyranny in arms. 
We should f oard their 
graves with sacred vigilance. All that the 
contecrated wealth and taat« ot the na- 
tion can add to their adornment and se- 
curity is but a fitting tribute to the mem- 
ory of her slam defenders, 
If other eyes grow dull and other bands 
grow slack, and other hearts oold in the 
solemn trust, ours shall keep it well a* 
lone as the light and warmth of life re- 
main to us. " 
Let us then, at the time appointed, 
gather around their sacred remains and 
garland the passionless wounds above 
them with the choicest flowers of spring- 
time; let us rais« above them the dear old 
flag they saved fromdisbonor;letns in this 
solemn presence lenew onr pledges to 
aid and assist those whom they have left 
among as, a sacred charge upon a na- 
tion's gratitude—the soldier's and sailor's 
widow au4 orphan.

Tke public enjoys the pleasing spectacle 


of beholding its press submitticz to the 
censorship of the government without 
offering protest or seeking to nullify it by 
procuring inlormatlon surreptitiously in 
order to make display of enterprise. This 
censorship wan compelled by the un- 
thinking 
and unprofessional 
conduct 


principally of two yellow papers of New 
York whioh regarded only their personal 
Interests, not their country'* good, in 
sending oat news of the war. 


The government gave notice that it was 


hampered and embarrassed by this pre- 
Biatnre pcblicity and the prow almost 
unanimously replied that it would sab- 
Bit to censorship. Had the newspapers 
ignored the notice the publicity would 
have been jnst as hampering and embar- 
rassing, for their resources enable them 
to circumvent and outwit any plan to 
•bat op the sources of new*. Tnat has 
been demonstrated on many occasions, to 
the discomfiture of secretive publio func- 
tionaries. It was only the overpowering 
weight of public opicion and the shut- 
ting oat in disgrace ot some of their cor- 
respondents whioh compelled the two 
yellow New York papers also to fall in 
line.

New York, May 28.—A total volume of 


business fully proportioned to or in ex- 
cess of that usually noted at this season 
of the year is indicated by reports to 
Bradstreet's this week. The exceptions 
are generally where weather conditions 
have made for irregularity and perhaps 
dullness. In most sections of the coun- 
try the situation gen«rally remains sat- 
isfactory. The volume of bank clearings 
shows the contraction usual toward the 
close of May, but with few exceptions the 
crop situation, the volume of railway 
earnings and the report? from a number 
of leading industries point to a maximum 
volume of business doing in most parts 
of the country. 


Signs accumulate that the long looked 


for improvement in the wool trade is. 
nearer realization, rather more business 
being reported at most eastern markets, 
both in domestic and foreign grades of 
wool. This ia In part a result of good 
tuylng against contracts for govern- 
ment work, partly also an outcome of 
the firmer tone and slightly increased 
activity at western markets, where 
prices are reported firmer. Little Im- 
provement ia noted in manufactures of 
men's ana-women's wear woolens, but an 
encouraging feature In the textile trade 
Is the better tone of cotton goods, par- 
ticularly print cloths, which are slightly 
higher on the week and % cent above the 
lowest point reached. A rather better 
demand for southern cottons has been 
noted f or j some time past, and there tn 
less tendency to make concessions on 
the part of holders of printed and w6v«h 
dress goods. 


An excess of moisture In the middle 


Atlantic states, there being only 16 out 
of 88 days of clear weather since the first 
Df March, has discouraged trade in spring 
and summer fabrics and hurt building 
operations. A(Bteady trade in boots and 
shoes is reported at eastern manufac- 
turing centers, and hides and leather 
hnia their full advance.

BANK TELLER SOUGHT, 


Federal Judge Issued a Warrant For 


Bis Arrest, 


Alleged to Have Been False to 


His Trust. 


Large Discrepancy Covered Up by Wrong 


Entries. 


Boston, May 28.—Until Tuesday last, 


F. T. Moore was employed as paying 
teller tn the National Bank of Com- 
merce; today another person is dis- 
charging the duties. When he failed to 
appear that day his excellent standing 
precluded any comment concerning his 
absence, and it was assumed that lie waa 
sick at his home. Another clerk was 
delegated to take care of his desk and 
books. Inquiry was made after 
the 


health of the missing employe, but the 
information obtained at Mr. Moore's 
residence was not as satisfactory as the 
officials desired, and it is believed tnat 
an investigation which Was then begun 
led to the acceptance of the unwelcome 
truth that Mr. Moore was absent for 
other causes than sickness. 


It is known that the investigation re- 


vealed false entries and that the bank 
people secured a warrant for Moore. 
Just how the money which is said to be 
missing was taken ig not known. The 
bank is not sure of this itself, nor is the 
amount of the shortage known. So far 
as can be ascertained, the shortage is 
between $30,OOT and $50,000, but it may 
far exceed this sum, for a complete 
checking of innumerable entries will be 
necessary to obtain the accurate amount 
of the deficit. 


The bank officers maintain the great- 


est reticence about the whole matter, 
and will not even admit that Mr. Moore 
has gone. But the bank has arranged 
for an expert to go through the books 
which Were under Mr. Moore's charge, 
and the length of time the irregularities 
have extended and the amount of the 
shortage will be known In a very few 
days. 


The cause of Moore's difficulties Is not 


hard to find when It is "said that he In- 
vested in speculative stocks. He was a 
frequent visitor and customer at bucket 
shops, and an unexpected break In lead- 
Ing stocks is said to account for his 
plight. It is the old story with the name 
changed, of the man who goes against 
the market with other people's money, 
only to get constantly deeper in, until 
he is finally submerged.

How Men Fight Nowadays. 


George P. Gross, the colonel of the Third 


regiment, talked of war to a reporter about 
as it really is. 


"There have been changes in war tac- 


tlca since the civil war," said he. 
"For 


Instance, soldiers used to line up in battla 
shoulder to shoulder and stand out in the 
open under a galling fire. That has been 
changed. When the regiments are in line 
firing nowadays, the men will be three, 
four, five or even sis feet apart. The ex- 
tended order line is similar to the skir- 
mish line. It is a very effective way of 
fighting and greatly reduces the loss of 
men. 


"To march men upon the field shoulder 


to shoulder in the face of rapid firing ar- 
tyiery means a great slaughter. Gatling 
and Hotchkiss guns would simply mow 
them down. 
Then, too, the men are al 


lowed to protect themselves. They lie 
down nnd with their trench knives or bay 
oneta scoop up loose earth, which is a greai 
protection from infantry fire. Loose earth 
will stop rifle bullets. 


"In the last war we used to raise earth 


fortifications and tramp the earth down 
hard. That is just what we should no1 
have done. We should have thrown 
the earth loosely. 


"In an engagement a regiment la 


inarched out upon the field In three bat- 
talions under the command of majors, the 
companies—four to a battalion—com" 
xnanded by the captains. By this means 
the colonel and lieutenant colonel can di- 
rect the,maneuvering of the regiment."— 
Kansas City Star.

The absolute control of news channels 


by the government makes the war with 
Spain seem like some struggle in which 
we are but on-lookers. Americans have 
become so accustomed to learning all the 
nevs promptly that they expect even 
state secrets to yield to the perseverance 
of the reporter. • When the hostilities 
first opened there were crowds daily in 
Newspaper row, war bulletins came 
thick and fast, and everybody was ready 
to shout at the first intimation of vic- 
tory. But day by day news grew less, 
and even the pleasure of anticipation has 
palled on our taste. A man does not 
care to stand for hours in a crowded 
street without being rewarded by some- 
thing that will make him hurrah for Old 
Glory and throw out his chest, as he 
thinks he is an American citizen. It is 
good policy to keep the movements of 
troops and fleets a secret, but it damp- 
ens the patriotism of the average Yan- 
kee. 
» * » 


Thus, I say that were it not for the 


knowledge that we are actually at war, 
some of our many friends down in the 
south getting ready for active cam- 
paigning and that prices are in some 
cases higher than a few months ago, 
we might well imagine that we were 
spectators and not actors in a great In- 
ternational struggle. 
As a matter of 


fact, the rise in prices has not yet be- 
come troublesome, nor very burdensome, 
business has not yet been greatly dis- 
turbed and in most ways we are on a 
peace commercial basis. The great re- 
tail stores are as crowded as ever, bar- 
gain, days are rush days, and the in- 
ducements to rlress well and to live well 
are just as tempting as though the angel 
of peace hovered over "us and not a cloud 
appeared to destroy our national tran- 
quility. 
• • • 


I do not mean that we have lost all in- 


terest in the war or even forgotten that 
It exists, for there are constant remind- 
ers almost daily. Perhaps the latest of- 
ficial suggestion is found in the com- 
munication received by Mayor Quincy 
from the war department, stating that it 
will be absolutely necessary to take 
much more of the city's property on Deer 
island for coast defences than has al- 
ready been transferred for that purpose. 
It is estimated that 100 acres will be 
required, and this will necessitate the 
taking of nearly all the city's farming 
land. This will be a positive hardship 
in many ways, but we mjist submit, even 
if we do not grow a pect of potatoes nor 
an ear of corn by the aid of the labor 
of those who are doing time at the isl- 
and. 
• • • 


On May 30 Boston harbor, Its pilot serv- 


ice and all, will be on a war basis, for on 
that date the war regulations govern- 
ing the movements of the pilot boats will 
Co Into effect. Regulations regarding 
the entering of the harbor have been in 
effect for some time, but the hardy sons 
of the sea who conduct the great liners 
and other boats into the harbor have 
continued on duty as before. But on the 
date above mentioned the Cape Cod sta- 
tion will be abolished and the regulations 
will continue in force until the present 
hostilities are ended. The fleet of eight 
boats In the service will be divided and 
\i ill serve alternate months. The boats 
will be confined strictly to bay cruising. 
The Hnll station will be continued a,« for- 
merly, and one vessel will be stationed 
there. The other three will cruise In the 
bay, keeping within the three-mile limit 
from Boston light. The Spanish fleet 
may never come this way, but if it does 
It will not gobble up any of our pilots 
Uid compel them to serve the enemy 
against their will.• • • 


W« have heard a great deal about war 


^r>c«s for bread in New York and'other 
large cities, but little has been said about 
the matter here. The fact is that in an 
Indirect way bread has gone up here, but 
the advance, while it benefits the baker 
In helping him to meet the advance in 
the price of flour, Is such ad will scarcely 
be known or realised by the actual con- 
turner of bread.

The city government has at last taken 


a hand in the controversy started by 
Fire Commissioner Russell when he de- 
clined to allow one of our engine com- 
panies to raise a flag over its house.

The firemen desired to be outwardly pa- 
triotic, and they could not do so, but 
the council and board of aldermen took 
them out of their trouble on Monday, 
when both branches passed the follow- 
ing orders:

ftfy Dear Lizzie: 


The old familiar cry, "Three quarts 


for a quarter," is again heard In the city 
streets, and before very long the lus- 
cious wild strawberry will be gathered 
by the country lads and lassies. Is there 
a person in the world, old or young, who 
does not like strawberries ? I doubt it, 
but that there is many a person who can- 
not eat them, I know from the experi- 
ence of my patients. 


Last year a lady traveling in one of our 


ocean steamers was ottered some deli- 
cious looking atrawbrries, but refused 
them, saying they did not agree with 
her, the fruit containing so much acid. 
"If you will sprinkle them slightly with 
black'pepper before putting on the sugar 
they will not trouble you," said the chief 
eteward. With many misgivings she 
tried his method, and has always con- 
tinued it. You would suppose that the 
pepper would be anything but a pleas- 
ant addition, but it really enhances the 
flavor. 


Naturally, the mention of strawber- 
r'es brings to mind the best way in 
which they were ever served—in a, short- 
cake. There are shortcakes and chort- 
cakes, the modern one. made of cake, a 
la Washington pie, the abomination of 
a one, made from pie crust, with the 
berries standing like sentinels on a 
etone wall, and there Is tile altogether 
satisfactory one of our grandmoter's, 
which is best of all, made in sections, 
fcnd filled with crushed berries which 
have stood in sugar for an hour. This 
prie is food fit for the goddesses of old, 
and even the. gods would not have dared 
•or even desired to refer to ''the way 
mother made it." 


For thl* best of all shortcakes, take 


two cups ef pastry flour, two teaspoon* 
fuls of baking powder and sift together 
thoroughly; add a piece of butter about 
as large as a small egg, and work into 
the flour with the hand, mix all together 
with enough sweet milk to make a soft 
dough, using a knife to mix with, and 
knead just as little as possible; divide 
in two parts; roll out one part and put 
in a Washington pie tin; have some 
warm butter (not melted) and spread 
thoroughly on top of this first layer; 
then roll out the other half, put on top 
and bake about twenty minutes. Do 
»ot bake it too brown, as the crust will 
be very crisp. When baked separate 
the two crusts, which will be an easy 
matter, because of the layer of butter. 
Then spread the first crust with the ber- 
ries, put on the second crust and cove* 
that with berries. B« sure that th« fruit 
is crushed and has stood for an hour well 
oovered with sugar. Send tft.the table 
hot, and serve with plain cream. 


BABY SHORTCAKE. 


One pint of pastry flour, two teaspoon- 


(uls of baking powder, one-half tea- 
•poonful of salt, two eggs, one. cup of 
milk, one-half cup of melted butter. Mix 
the flour and salt together, add the eggs 
well beaten, and stirred in the milk.; add. 
the melted butter and beat vigorously; 
last of all pat in the baking powder, and 
teat for a mement, ahd fill muffin rings 
about two-thirds full. When baked 
split with a hot knife and butter well. 
Fill with strawberries, well crushed and 
sweetened. 


Many people have very poor luck, as 


they term It, with preserving or cannln« 
strawberries. The fruit seems to lose its 
color and flavor, and tfie cook reckons 
it almost lost material and labor to 
undertake the preservation of the del- 
icate and delicious berry. Try once again, 
by the rule which I send you here, and 
see if success does n«t crown your ef- 
forts. Pick over the berries with great 
care, not retaining a single one which is 
not flrm and fresh, and have it as dry 
as possible. This is the first step in tht 
successful work. Fill tKe Jars with the 
berries, and cover with a syrup made el 
one cup of sugar and one cup of hot 
water for every quart of fruit; pour on 
slowly when it is at boiling heat, and 
screw the covers on at'once. Now put 
the jars in a wash boiler, placed on the 
table, having the jars resting oa a rack 
to keep them from the bottom of the 
boiler, and pour in boiling water until 
the jars are covered. Cover closely with 
blankets or heavy cloths, to keep in the 
steam and h*at, and let them r'smaln for 
24 hours; then remov* the jars, wipe dry 
and keep la a dry place. 


Of course, wild strawberries have tha 


most delicious flavor of any berries, but 
It reauires the patience of Job to hull 
them. When I was a child this was on* 
of my tasks, but I am sure that for every 
one which fell in the dish two found their 
way to my mouth. They were so good, 
bow could a child resist tho temptation 
to sat their.? 


Aa the berry season advances I will 


tend you some suggestions which I am 
ntro will pltase you.

BOSTON ClREAM CAKES. 


Pour half a pint of boiling water over k 


cup of butter and while hot stir in two 
cups of flour. When the whole is very 
smooth and thoroughly scalded set away 
to cool. When cold, break in five eggs, 
stir until perfectly mixed, then add one- 
fourth teaspoonful of soda. Butter a 
pan, drop m the mixture, a tablespoonful 
in a place, and bake in a quick oven. 
When the cakes are done they will be 
hollow and the top must be sliced oft,tha 
inside filled with cream and the top re» 
placed. 


Cream—One pint of milk, one-half cup 


of flour and two eggs, stirred togetbe* 
and heated till of the consistency of 
cream. Flavor with lemon.

PUMPKIN PUDDING. 


Prepare some pumpkin as for piesaaid 


rub through a colander ;to one pint add. 
an equal quantity of thick tart apple 
sauce. To this add a pint of fine stale 
bread or cracker crumbs, ona pint of 
sweet milk, two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
one teaspoonful of salt and sufficient su- 
gar to sweeten. Pour into a buttered, 
pudding dish, grate a little nutmeg over 
the top and bake in a moderate oven an 
hour or more. 


SCRAPPLE. 


Cook two pounds of beef and one and 


one-half pounds of fresh pork, in plenty 
of water until tender. Remove the meat 
and stir cornmeal into the liquftr as yo.u 
would make mush. 
Cook until done. 


Chop the meat very fine, season with 
salt, pepper and a little sage; .stir this 
into the mush and turn out into dishes 
to coal. Fry as you do mush for break- 
fast. 
This will do for a week in cold 


weather. 


SPONGE CAKE. 


Beat the yolks of three eggs with one 


cupful of sugar until very light; next 
beat the whites to a. stiff froth, pour tho 
yolk mixture into the beaten whites, 
then add one cupfill of flour, sifted with 
one teaspoonful of baking powder. Add 
last one tabiespoonful of cold water.pour 
Into a well-buttered and floured tin and 
bake in a slow oven. 


RICE CROQUETTES. 


Cold boiled rice, three well-beaten 


eggs, with sugar and lemon psel to taste. 
Make it into oval balls, rub -with bread 
crumbs and dip in beaten egg and fry 
in butter. 
When done sprinkle then 


with powdered sugar. 


ASPARAGUS ON TOASf. 


Wash and cut the tender- stalks into 


pieces two inches long, and put into juft 
enough boiling salt water to covgw 
When tender, add a cupful of new rrtljjjl, 
a tabiespoonful of butter, a teaJpoon 
of sugar, a pinch of pepper; Jeri 
up once and pour over slices of 
toast in a deep dish. Serve at enct. 


LOWELL PUDDING. ' 


One coffee cupful of milk, one

Mayor Cady returned Friday night fr-m 


Boston, whero bo hnd bten for a. day or 
two on private business, but while there 
he tsok occasion to look alter a few mat- 
ter.i which are of interest to the city. One 
of thes<» was the question of amending 
the city charter so as to remove the am- 
biqnity of that section which relates to 
the hospital. There have been lively dis- 
cussions over the right of the city to ap- 
propriate money for the hospital, -which 
is a private corporation. It was believed 
thit if a proper section had been enacted 
in the charter the city would have the 
rijht. It is the intention of Mayor Cady 
to have the charter amended so that it 
will stipulate that a certain sum, prob- 
ably not to exceed f i.COO, can be appro- 
priated annually for the hospital. 
It is 


understood that the rules committee will 
make no objection to a suspension of the 
rales to admit the amendment so that it 
may be 
acted 
npon at this session, 


providing there is no objection from 
the people of the city. Under an act of 
the legislature the city of Brockton is al- 
lowed to appropriate not exceeding $5,000 
a year for ita hospital. 


Mayor Cady ia in favor of the purchase ( 


of a street sweeper and while in Boston ! 
he visited the headquarters of the street 
cleaning department and was given many 
points in connection with street cleaning 
as conducted in that city. At the place 
Mr. Cady psited 100 horses are kept, and 
there are in the city three other stations 
but this is tho largest. Boston uses four 
kinds ofsweepert, but its favorite lathe 
StRckpole, which costs about $300. 


It is Mayor jGady's plan to have tbe 


sweeper operated by the fire department 
team, and he figures that Main and Mar- 
shall streets could be swept at least three 
times a week with less expense than it re- 
quires now to sweep Main street once a 
week. In Boston, Mr. Cady sayg, all re- 
pairs are made by the city's own work- 
men and extensive shops cf various kind! 
are. maintained for this purpose. 


The mayor also talked with the state 


officials about raising a military company 
here. Governor Wolcott said he had no 
authority from the president to accept 
any company or regiment. Even the 
company which George Fred Williams 
had been raising and which had offered 
its services was rejected. 


The president in his call for troops 


designated no nnmber for Massachusetts 
to furnish, but it is expected this will 
soon be done, and the various branches of 
the service in which they will be wanted 
will also be designated. Then the matter 
will take definite form and North Adams 
•will be prepared to furnish its quota.
